Un- 
doubtedly our boys In khaki will go 
o\er to Europe well provided with 
baseball kits, and there will be eome 
lively battles going on behind the lines , 
while the other more deadly contest is 
fought at the front.

CITY GIRLS LEARN FARMING 


After Period of Training They Are 


Taking Places, of Men Who Are 


Needed In War Work. 


There Is a 200-acre farm in West- 


chester county, New York, where 50 
girls are learning to be farmers. As 
soon as they have a knowledge of any 
kind of work they hire out to "the 
neighboring farmers for 20 cents an 
hour, to take the place of the men, who 
ore needed for other kind'of work in 
this busy war time. 


An employment bureau to supply 


women for this kind of work in New 
York state is bejng established by the 
standing committee on agriculture qf 
the mayor's committee of women on 
national defense, and it bos been 
proved that there is not only a demand 
but a supply of woman form workers. 


Some of the girls at the Westchester 


camp are college girls and they all 
wear blue shirts and overalls, except 
the dieticians from Teachers' college, 
who wear white. They get their board 
and rooms at the Westchester farm 
while learning and 50 cents a day. 
Next year these girls will be compe- 
tent to start other agricultural centers. 


They begin with a few hours of work 


each day and increase it until they can. 
work up to the hours of a man of nor- 
mal strength. 


Hurled Into Sunshine. 


"I was in Petrograd during the first 


appraisal of the new assets," writes 
Isaac F. Marcosson In Everybody's. 
"Like prisoners long immured in the 
dark and suddenly hurled into the suj 
shine, the people blinked in the strange 
light of their unfamiliar emancipation. 
The onetime bailiwick of the czars was 
a study in scarlet—animate like an 
American city during a national con* 
•mention. Its great thoroughfare—the 
Nevski Prospekt—once the Street of 
Sacrifice, was now the Highway of 
Happiness. Never was there such glad 
reunion. It was like the meeting of 
lost tribes after much wandering In 
the wilderness. .Exiles streamed in 
from Siberia under the general am- 
nesty: Jews come forth from their long 
restraint, for creed lines were down; 
delegations of troops flocked from the 
front. Equality was the password that 
loosed every tongue." 


Gunfire and Rainfall. 


Investigations to determine whether 


Intense and prolonged gunfire really 
Influences rainfall, as Is eo often as- 
serted, have been proposed by the 
Parts Academy of Sciences. loniza/ 
tlon of the air is' produced In various 
ways by artillery discharges, and it, is 
regarded as theoretically probable that 
this may lead to precipitation in alt 
charged with moisture. It is believed, 
however, that the influence could apply 
only to small falls. The effect of even 
great battles must be merely local, nnd 
heavy and prolonged rain can only be- 
explained by the action of large atmos- 
pheric currents. 


Siberia Adopts Gregorian Calendar. 
Vladivostok journals announce the 


abolition of the "old-style" calendar; 
all dates have been set forward to the 
"new style." The Japan Chronicle as- 
sumes that "this reform will carry 
with It an abolition of religions holi- 
days hitherto enforced In Kussla." A 
working year in old Russia consisted 
of about 200 days; heavy fines were 
imposed for working on religions holi- 
days. 
Those restrictions are now 


gone forever. 


Receive Equal Wage*. 


The fourth Irish Teachers' congress 


was held recently In Dublin and It la 
interesting to know that the woman 
teachers of Ireland receive the same 
pay as the men for the same kind of 
work. English woman teachers have 
tried to obtain the same pay but Ire- 
land was first In having the demand 
for fair play backed by the entire or- 
ganization.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


The nation reveres Abraham Lincoln 


for his immeasurable services in saving 
the Union and freeing the slaves. But 
the latter was only incidental to the 
former. 
He was not an abolitionist, 


and was bitterly fought by them. Had 
he lived he would have encountered the 
hostility before which Andrew Johnson 
nearly fell. 
What ever he did or re- 


frained from doing he did. or he did 
not. 
wit hsole regard to the effect it 


would have upon the cause of the 
Union. 
But while the nation reveres him for 


these two monumental" services, it loves 
him fo the man he was. 
It loves him 


because it could call him "Old Ab,e." 
Xo one in Washington's day called him 
"Old George." This reflects in part the 
change in manners, but it also reflects 
the simple character of the man. Any- 
body could talk to him. Timothy Pick- 
ering, who was for some time Washing- 
ton's Adjutant General, admits that he 
was never quite comfortable in his 
presence, and never spoke to him with 
ease, though he could talk comfortably 
enough with any other of the generals. 
Xo one was ever embarrassed by the 
presence of Lincoln. 
While towering 


above other men in his mental and 
moral qualities, he was yet a man of 
the people, the product of democracy— 
every man felt kinship in Lincoln. 


His mental quality appeared in the 


fact that, self-educated country lawyer 
as he was. he could improve a diplo- 
matic dispatch written by such a, schol- 
ar and statesman as William H. Sew- 
ard. and by the simplicity and sub- 
limity of his Gettysburg address. 


His moral quality explains his ten- 


der and broad sympathy, and no other 
quality binds men together as this does. 
Some time ago there" was published the 
stiff and formal and egotistic letter of 
\Villi.un Hohenzollorn. to a mother who 
bad lost nine sons in the war. and a 
letter of Lincoln's to a mother who had 
lost 
several sons 
in the 
civil war. 


Nothinc could exceed the tender sym- 
pathy of Lincoln or the simplicity and 
charm with which he expressed him- 
self . 


P.orn in poverty, reared under ad- 


verse conditions, self-educated, raised 
by Divine I'rovidonc" to a great position 
to meet a great emergency, he ennobled 
human natur" because he revealed th° 
qualities which every man. humble or 
ex'ilted. may possess.

Drawn up by tlie four bishops who 


represent the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church iu America in the administra- 
tion of the National Catholic War 
Council, an official pronouncement on 
the social and economic reconstruction 
problems facing this nation has been 
issued from the headquarters of this 
church council in Washington, D. C. 
The document bears the signatures of 
Bishop Peter J. Mukloon of Kockford, 
111.; Bishop Joseph Schrembs of To- 
ledo, 0.; Bishop Patrick J. Hayes of 
New York City and Eislfop William T. 
Russell of Charleston, S. C., and reads 
in part as follows: 


Foreword. 


"The ending of the Great War has \ 


brought peace. But the only safeguard j 
of peace is social justice and a con- 
tented people. The deep unrest so em- 
phatically

throughout the world is the most seri- j 
ous menace to the future peace of j 
every nation and of the entire world. | 
Great problems face us. They cannot I 
be put aside; they must be met and j 
solved with justice to all.

'•In the hope of stating the lines that 


will best guide us in their right solu- 
tion the following pronouncement is 
issued by the Administrative Commit- 
tee of the National Catholic War Coun- 


cil. 


Replacement of Men in Service. 


"The first problem in the process 


of reconstruction is the industrial re- 
placement of the discharged soldiers 
and sailors. 
The majority of these 


will undoubtedly return to their previ- 
ous occupations. 
However, a very 


large number of them will either find 
their previous places closed to them or 
will be eager to consider the possibility 
of more attractive employments. The 
most important single measure for 
meeting this situation that has yet 
been suggested is the placement of 
such men on farms. 
Several months 


ago Secretary Lane recommended to 
Congress that returning soldiers and 
sailors should be given the opportunity 
to work at good wages upon some part 
of the millions upon millions of acres 
of arid, swamp and cut-over timber 
lands in order to prepare them for cul- 
tivation. President Wilson, in his an- 
nual address to Congress, endorsed the 
proposal. As fast as this preliminary- 
task has been performed the men : 
should be assisted by government loans : 
to establish themselves as farmers, j 
either as owners or as tenants having ' 
long-time leases.

Farm Colonies.

"It is essential that both the work of ', 


preparation nnd the subsequent settle- '' 
ment of the land should be effected by j 
groups or colonies, not by men living ; 
independently of one another and in ; 
depressing isolation.

"A plan of this sort is already In ! 


operation in England. The importance 
of the pmject as an item of any social i 
reform program is obvious. It would j 
afford employment to thousands upon i 
thousands, would greatly increase the . 
number of farm owners and independ- 
ent fanners and would tend to lower 


! the cost of living by increasing the 


amount of agricultural products. If it: 
is to assume any considerable proper-! 
tions it must be carried out by the gov- , 
ernments of the United States ami of i 
the several States. Should it be under- 
taken by these authorities and oper-j 
ated on a systematic and generous 1 
scale it would easily become one of the \ 
most beneficial reform measures that 
has ever been attempted.

Women should disappear ns quick- 
ly ns possible from mich tasks us con- 
ducting and guarding street cars, clean- 
ing locomotives and a great number of 
other activities for which conditions of 
life and their physUnu- render them 
unfit. Another general principle is that 
the proportion of women in Industry 
ought to be kept within the smallest 
practical limits. If we have an elll- 
eient national employment service, If a 
go«dly number of the returned soldiers 
nnd sailors are placed on the land and 
if wages and the demand for goods are 
kept up to the level which is easily at- 
tainable all feiuule workers who are 
displaced from tasks that they have 
been performing only since the begin- 
iiing of the war will be able to llml 
suitable employment* In other parts of 
the industrial Held or in those domestic 
occupations which sorely need their 
presence. Those women who are en- 
gaged at the same tiirks as men should 
receive equal pay for equal amounts 
and qualities of work. 


National War Labor Board. 


"One 
of the most tieneflcial govern- 


mental organizations of the war i» the 
National War Labor InKirtl. Upon tiie 
basis of a few fundamental principles 
unanimously adopted by the represent- 
atives of labor, capital and the public 
It has prevented innumerable strikes 
and raised wages to decent levels in 
many different Industries throughout 
the country. Its main guiding princi- 
ples have been a family living wage 
for all male adult laborers, recognition 
of the right of labor to organize and to 
deal with employers through its chosen 
representatives and no coercion of non- 
union laborers by members of the un- 
ion. The War Labor Board ought to 
be continued <n existence by Congress 
and endowed Tith ail the power for ef- 
fective action that it can possess under 
the Federal Constitution. The princi- 
ples, methods, machinery and results 
of this institution constitute a definite 
and far-reaching gain for social Jus- 
tice. No part of this advantage should 
be lost or given up in time of peace. 


Housing for Working Classes. 


"Hou>ing projects for war workers 


which have'been completed or almost 
completed by the Government of the 
United States have cost some forty 
million dollars nnd are found in eleven 
cities. Wniie the Federal Government 
cannot continue this work in time of 
peace, the example and precedent that 
it has set and the e?$>erience and 
knowledge that itlias developed should 
not be forthwith' neglected and lost. 
The great cities in which congestion 
and other forms of bad housing are | 
disgracefully apparent ought to take 
up and continue the work at least to 
such an extent as will remove the 
worst features of a special condition 
that is a menace at once to Industrial 
efficiency, civic health, good morals 
and religion. 
J 


Social Insurance. 


"Until the level of legal minimum 


wages is reached the worker stands in 
need of the device~of insurance. 
The 


State should make comprehensive pro- 
vision for insurance against illness, in- 
validity, unemployment and old age. 
So far as possible the insurance fund 
should be raised by a levy on industry, 
as is now d^ne in the case of accident 
compensation. The industry In which 
a man is employed should provide him 
with all that is necessary to meet all 
the needs of his entire life. Therefore, 
any contribution to the insurance fund 
from the general revenues of the State 
should be only slight .and temporary. 
For the same reason no contribution 
should be exacted from any worker 
who is not getting a higher wage than 
is required to meet the present needs 
of himself and family. Those who are 
below that level can make such a con- 
tribution only at the expense of their 
present welfare. Finally, the adminis- 
tration of the insurance laws should^be 
such as to interfere as little as possible 
with the individual freedom of the 
worker and his family. 


A New Spirit a Vital Need. 


•"Society,' said Pope Leo XIII, 'can 


be healed in no other way than by a 
return to Christian life and Christian 
institutions.' The truth of these words 
Is more widely perceived to-day than 
when they were written, more than 
twenty-seven years ago. 
Changes In 


our economic nnd political systems 
will have only partial and feeble effi- 
ciency if they be not reinforced by the 
Christian view of work and wealth. 
Neither the moderate reforms advo- 
cated in this paper nor any other pro- 
gram of betterment or reconstruction 
will prove reasonably effective with- 
out a reform in the spirit of both labor 
nnd capital. The laborer must come to 
realize that he owes his employer nnd 
society an nonest day's work in return 
for a fair wace and that conditions I 
cannot be substantially Improved until 
he roots o«t the desire to pet a maxi- 
mum of return for a minimum of serv-; 
i<-c. The capitalist must likewise set a 
new viewpoint He needs to Hearn the i

What memories of the past can be cou- 
Jured up In recalling this unique cor- 
ner—where 6itt Abraham Lincoln, Ed- 
ward VII, then prince of Wales; Don 
Pedro of Brazil, William McKluley, U.

Arthur, Generals Shennau and Sheri- 
dan, Tom I'latt, James G. Blalne, De- 
pew,

made the famous utterances, "Rum, 
Uinimiiisiu and rebellion" that snatched 
the presidency from Itlalne In 1884. 


To emphasize the slpiillcance of this 


"Amen Corner," Chuuucey M. Depew, 
In his speech the night "farewell" was 
given to the old place in 1908, said: 
"I know governors who thought they 
did things from the executive chamber, 
but they were done from the 'Amen. 
Corner.' I know speakers who were 
looked to for the makeup of their com- 
mittees, that consulted the 'Amen Cor- 
ner.' I knew conventions where 900 
delegates thought they would make up 
the state ticket themselves, but re- 
ceived their 'inspiration' from the plush 
seats in the 'Amen Corner.' "

IMPRINT IN MUD GAVE IDEA 


Mental Suggestion Caused Him to 


^Start Making Bogus Coins, Says 


Los Angeles Counterfeiter. 


Subtle hypnotic influences, working 


subconsciously on the ruind of a man 
who was out of work and needed 
money badly, caused John Kly of Los 
Angeles, Cal., to become a counterfeit- 
er. His weird story of how mental 
suggestion cnused him to make bogus 
coins of small denominations failed, 
however, to give him his freedom and 
he was eentenced to five years m 
prison. 


Kly said the imprint of a half-dollar 


in the mud brought the first criminal 
thought. Next came a display of dent- 
ists' molds in a window. This was fol- 
lowed by a desire to test his ability. 
With a silver plating outfit and a home- 
made mold he finished several bad half- 
dollars. His landlady demanded rent. 
He had no money and decided to give 
her the bad coins, which she accepted, 
and the coins fell into the hands of 
the police. 


For Moving of Heavy Objects. 


A portable elevation of newly im- 


proved type greatly facilitates the 
handling of boxes, bales, machines and 
other heavy objects in warehouses and 
other places. The apparatus is mount- 
ed on a truck for moving about, has a 
platform supported by two uprights as 
it is raised and lowered, and is pro- 
vided with a base that can be rotated 
like a turntable for unloading in any 
desired direction. 
The platform la 


raised by gears and a crank, -which can 
be operated by hand or by an electric 
motor. The crank-handle cannot fly 
back to hit the operator, as it must be 
removed to open the break-jaws before 
the platform can be lowered; another 
safety device is a ratchet holding the 
load at every point reached; and throw- 
ing a lever lifts the front of the ma- 
chine from the swivel-wheel, locking 
the elevator on the floor on four sup- 
ports so widely separated that there is 
no risk of upsetting. In sizes of 6 to 
20 feet high, this form of elevator 18 
not only useful for raisjng and piling 
loads up to 2,500 pounds, but is adapt- 
ed for varied work, such as installing 
and repairing ceiling motors, pulleys 
and shafting.

which people could write down what 
they needed," Bijown says. "It was fine 
—and it was all they could 
do.

when it was my tui-a I opened a satchel 
1 had and slapped down five thousand 
dollars in bills. 
" 'There's what the Klks can do, Mr. 


Mayor-' I said. 'We happen to have the 
cash. Go to it.' " 
The Elks contributed and sent in 400 


carloads of food to San Francisco. And 
they raised so much money that Brown 
couldn't spend it all, and out of the 
surplus a fund was established that the 
E;ks have used ever since to give quick 
relief in case Of disaster. 


They helped in the same way at the 


time of the Dayton floods in 1913, and 
after-the forest fires in Minnesota last 
autumn. 
And at Christmas no soldier's chil- 


dren lacked Christmas cheer. House-to- 
house investigations by the local lodges 
of the Elks took care of that. Christmas 
has been a great Elk time always. Ev- 
ery lodge has sent members around, 
hunting up kids Santa Claus was pretty 
sure lo overlook. 
And on Christmas 


morning there'd be a basket, with dolls 
and sleds and oranges and candy. After 
Christmas there would "be, as a rule, too, 
more permanent help—rsomething to in- 
sure the future.

She has, asked for and received the 
consent of the kinjj for the renuncia- 
tion of all her titles, princess and 
royal highness, and she wiH here- 
after be known as Lady Patricia 
Ramsav.
